LONDON, Aug. 17.—The British transport Royal Edward 


has been torpedoed and sunk by 


a German submarine. Announce- 


ment to this effect was made officially today. Six hundred men 
were saved out of 1382 soldiers and 220 other nersons on board. The 


text of the announcement follows 


“The British transport: Royal Edward 
was sunk by dn. enemy, submarine in 
the Aegean last Satureéay morning. Ac- 
cording to ‘the information at present 
available, the transport had on board 
82 military officers and 135 troops, in 
addition to the ship's crew of 220 offi- 
cers and men. 

“The troops consisted mainly of rein- 
forcements for the Twenty-ninth Divi- 
sion and details of the royal army med- 
ical corps. 

“Full information has not yet been 
received, but it is known that abour 
600 have been saved.”’ 

So far as has been reported officially, 
this is the first instance in which a 
British transport has been attacked 
successfully by a submarine. It had 
been a matter of pride with the British 
Government that it had transported 
hundreds of thousands of troops across 
many seas without the loss of life. It is 
probable that the number of troops sent 
to France and Belgium since the begin- 
ning of the war is considerably in ex- 
cess of 700,00. In addition targe. num- 
bers of men’ have been transported tv 
the ,Dardanelles, Egypt, South Africa 
and Servia, and other great numbers 
have been biought from the British 
dependencies. 


GERMANS CAPTURE 
FORTS NEAR KOVNO 


Works South of Main Fortifica- 
tions Taken; Novgeorgievsk 
Defenses Fall. 


BERLIN, via London, Aug. 17.— 
Outlying forts of Kovno, between the 
Niemen River and Gesia, to the south 
of the main fortifications, have béen 
captured by the Germans, it was an- 
nounced by Army Hgadquarters to- 
day. 

“Western theater of war: At Ostend 
(Belgium) our coast artillery batteries 
drove off two enemy destroyers. 

“At Bapaume a British aeroplane fell 
into our hands. The occupants, two 
ufficers, were taken prisoners. 


“Eastern theater of war: Army group / 


of Field Marshal von Hindenburg—Fur- 
ther battles in -the region of Kupiskir 


resulted successfully and 625 prisoners, 
including thres officers as well as three 
machine guns fell into our hands. The 
troo;.s of the a:my of Gen. von Eichorn, 
under the leadership of Gen. Litsmann, 
took the forts of Kovno, situated be- 
tween the Niemen and Gesia. More than 
4500 Russians were taken prisoners and 
more than 24 cannon and numerous 
*ther materials were captured. 

(Gesia is a small town two and a half 
miles south of Kovno, on the left. bank 
of the Niemen. which bends twice 
sharply to the south and then runs 
northward again in the approximate 
shajye of the letter “W’’ shortly before 
Kovno is reached.) 

“The armies of Gen. von Scholz and 
Gen von Gallwitz, by dint of continu- 
ous fighting, ¢roye their opponents fur- 
ther back in a easterly direction and 
1860 Russians, including 11 officers, were 
taken prisoners, and one cannon and 10 
machine guns were captured. 

“Or, the northeastern’ front of Novo- 
georgievsk a large fort and two inter- 
mediary fortifications were taken by 
storm. On the other front we suc- 
ceeded almost everywhere in forcing the 
enemy further back. We captured 200 
prisoners, together with 19 cannon and 
vuther materials. 

“The army groups of Prince Leopold 
and Field Marshal von Mackensen are 
vonthiuing further _ their reac 
progress.”’ 

More than 240 cannon and 4500 Sebi 
ers were captured at Kovno, the state- 
ment adds.

T the outset of any discussion of the Dardanelles campaign it is neces- 
sary to describe the comparatively simple geographical circumstances 
The Gallipoli peninsula is perhaps 50 miles long, 
extending westward from the European mainland, with the Dardanelles 
straits at the south and the gulf of Saros at the north. 

But only the western tip of this peninsula has yet been involved in the 
struggle. To master the topography of this, Sir Ian Hamilton, in his first 
report of operations has supplied an admirable figure. 
Accept this figure and the relation of the important 


details to the main campaign can easily be set forth.

BRAVERY REPORTED 
BY GEN. FRENGH 


Private Manned Gun While Gas 
Enveloped Him; Reconnoiter- 
ers in Thrilling Escapades. 


Special Correspondence of the Post- 
Dispatch. ' 

LONDON, Aug. 9%.—Gen. Sir John 
French includes the following mention 
of personal heroism in a recent official 
dispatch: 

“During one of the heavy attacks 
made against our infantry gas was seen 
rolling forward from the enemy’'r 
trenches. Private Lynn of the Second 
Lancashire Fusiliers at once rushed to 
the, machine gun without waiting to 
adjust his respirator. Single-handed he 
kept his gun in action the whole time 
the gas was rolling over, actually 
hoisting it on the parapet to get a bet- 
ter field of fire. Although nearly suf- 
focated by the gas, he poured a stream 
of lead into the advancing enemy, and 
checked their attack. He was carried 
to his dugout, but, hearing another at- 
tack was imminent, he tried to get back 
to his gun. Twenty-four hours later he 
died in great agony from the effects of 
the gas. 

“A young subaltern in a cavalry regi- 
ment went forward alone one afternoon 
to reconnoiter. He got Into a wood, 
1200 yards in front of our lines, which 
he found occupled by Germans, an4é 
came back with the information that 
the enemy had evacuated a trench and 
were digging another—information 
which proved most valuable to the ar- 
tillery as well as to his own unit. 

“A patrol of two officers and a non- 
commissioned officer of the First Cam. 
bridgeshires went out one night to re- 
connoiter a German trench 350 yards 
away. Creeping along the parapet of 
tre trench, they heard sounds indicat- 
ing the presence of six or seven of the 
enemy. Further on they heard deep 
snores, apparently proceeding from a 
dugout immediately beneath them. Al- 
though they knew that the garrison of 
the trench outnumbered them, they de- 
cided to procure an identification. Un- 
fortunately, in pulling out a clasp knife 
with which to cut off the sleeper’s iden- 
tity disc, one of the officer’s revolvers 
went off. A conversation in agitate1 
whispers broke out in the German 
trench, but the patrol crept safely away, 
the garrison being too startled to fire.’’

Russian Armies Still Endangered by 
Hindenbursg’s Operations, 
LONDON, Aug. 17.—In the land fight- 
ing, a crisis has not been reached in 
the present stage of the eastern cam- 
peign. Grand Duke Nicholas, the Rus- 
sian commander in chief, will not be 
able to assure the safety of his armies 
until the menace presented by the op- 
erations of Field Marshal von Hinden- 
bu in Courland is removed. In the

ON BY NAVY MEN 
AT DARDANELLES 


Report of Commander of Allied 
Fleet Results in Awards for 
Deeds of Gallantry. 


LONDON, Aug. 17.—A record of the 
deeds of gallantry performed by officers 
and crews of British ships in the Dar- 
danelles during the bombardment of the 
forts subsequent to the landing of troops 
is given in a repert by Vice Admiral 
John M. de Robeck, commander of the 
allied fleet in the Dardanelles, which 
was published in the Official Gazette 
Sunday night. 

Admiral de Robeck tells in simple sail- 
cr language of the work of the Mediter- 
ranean fleet, devoting the greater part 
of his report to the officers and men 
whose work was particularly note- 
worthy. As a result of the report, five 
Victoria Crosses and numerous other 
decorations have been awarded. 

With the exception of one, which is 
given to Commander Eric Gascoigne 
Rotinson for twice going alone into a 
Turkish gun position and each time de- 
stroying a four-inch gun, the Victoria 
Crosses go to officers and men who dis- 
played conspicuous acts of bravery in 
connection with the running aground of 
the steamer River Clyde, from which 
troops were landed, 

Five men who won the decoration for 
this work are Commander Edward Un- 
win, who, seeing that the lighters on 
which the mena were to reach the shore 
from the River Clyde were not properly 
placed, waded into water waist deep 
“ender a heavy fire and worked until 
he got the lighters into proper posi- 
tior, and Midshipmen F. M. L. D. 
Drewry and W. St. A. Malleson and 
Seamen W. G Williams and George 
MacKenzie, who assisted Commander 
Unwin. 

Awards also have been made to offi- 
cers and men who rescued the whole 
of the crew of the battleship Irresistible 
when she struck a mine and sank; to 
the officers and crew of the cruiser In- 
flexible who, under the greatest diffi- 
culty kept the vessel afloat after she 
was damaged by a mile; to the com- 
manders and men of minesweepers who 
undertook a most dangerous duty, and 
to the many other men‘who performed 
deeds of gallantry which under ordinary 
circumstances would have been consid- 
ered worthy of the Victoria Cross.

AMERICAN NOTE ACCEDES TO Iepe

Accepts Germany's Proposal for Commission to} 
Fix Amount of Damage and for Submission 
of Treaty Dispute to the Hague. 


WASHINGION, Aug. 17.—The Ameri- 
can reply to Germany’s last note en the 
einking of the American sailing ship 
William P. Frye, made public here to- 
‘lay by the State Department, accepts 
the p~roposal that damages be fixed by 
a mixed commission and that the dis- 
puted treaty prcvisions be submitted to 
arbitration at The Hague, but calla on, 
Germany for a statement as to whether | 
she intends to conduct her future naval 
operations meanwhile in accordance with 
her interpretation of the Prussian- 
American treaty or in accordance with 
the American interpretation. The note 
is regarded as putting the case well on 
the way to a settlement. It is ad- 
Cressed by Secretary Lansing to Am- 
bassador Garard at Berlin. 

The note follows: 

“You are instructed to grescnt the 
following note to the German Minister 
for Foreign Affairs: 

“Under instructions from my Govern- 
ment I have the honor to Inform Your 
Excellency in reply to your note of 
July 3 in regard to the claim for rep- 
aration for the sinking cof the William 
P. Frye, that the Government ef the 
United States learns with regret that 
the objections urged by it against the 
submission of this case to the prize court 
for decision have not commended them- 
selves to the Imperial German Govern- 
ment, and it equally rgrets that the 
reasons presented by the Imperial Ger- 
man Government for submitting this 
case to the prize court have failed to 
remove the cbjections cf the Govern- 
ment of the United States to the adop- 
tion of that course. 

Further Dispute Unprofitable. 

As this disagreement hus been reached 
Mafter the full presentatl..: of the views 
of both Governments in eur previous 
correspondence a further exchange of 
views on the questions in dispute doubt- 
less would be unprofitable and the Gov- 
ernment of the United States therefore 
welcomes Your Excellercy’s suggestion 
that some otter way should be found 
for settling this_case. The two meth- 
ods of settlement proposed as alterna- 
tive ‘suggestions In Your Excellency’s 
note have been given careful considera- 
tion and it is believed that if they can 
be combined so that they may both be 
adopted, they will furnish a satisfactory 
basis for the solution of the questions 
at issue. ; 

“The Government of the United States 
has already expressed its desire that 
the question of the amount of indem- 
nity to be paid by the Imperial Ger- 
man Government under its admitted lla- 
bility for the losses of the owners and 
captain on account of the destruction 
of the Frye should be settled by diplo- 
matic negotiation and it entirely occurs 
with the suggestion of the Imperial Ger- 
man Government that the simplest way 
would be to agree, as proposed in your 
note, ‘that each of the two Govern- 
ments designate an expert and that the 
two experts jointly fix the amount of 
indemnity for the vessel and any Amer- 
em property which may have been 
sunk with her,’ to be paid by the Im- 
perial German Government when ascer- 
tained as stated in your note. It is 
assured that the arrangement will in- 
clude some provision for calling in an 
umpire in case the exper's fail to agree. 

“The Government of the United States 
notes your suggestion is made with the 
express reservation that a payment 
under this arrangement would not con- 


stitute an admission that American 


ttreaty rights had been violated, but 


would be regarded by the Imperial Ger- 
man Government merely as fulfilling a 
duty or policy founded on existing 
treaty stipulations. 

“A payment made on this understand- 
would be entirely acceptable to the Gov- 
ernment of the United States, provided 
that the acceptance of such payment 
should likewise be understood to be 
without prejudice to the contention of 
the Government of the United States, 
that the sinking of the Frye was with- 
out Jegal justification, and provided also 
that an arrangement can be agreed upon 
for the immediate submission to arbi- 
tration of the question of legal justifica- 
tion, so far as it involves the inter- 
pretation of existing treaty stipulations. 

“There can be no difference of opin- 
ion between the two Governments as to 
the desirability of having this question 
of the true intent and meaning of their 
treaty stipulations determined without 
Gelay, ahd to that end the Government 
of the United States proposes that the 
alternative suggestion of the Imperial 
German Government also be adopted, 
so that this question of treaty interpre- 
tation can be submitted forthwith to 
erbitration pursuant to article 38 of The 
Hague convention for the pacific settle- 
ment of international disputes. In this 
way both the question of indemnity and 
the question of treaty interpretation can 
promptly be settled, and it will b3 ob- 
served that the only change made in 
the plan proposed by the Imperial Ger- 
man Government is that instead of 
climinating either one of its alternative 
suggestions, they are both given effect 
in order that both of the questions under 
discussion may be dealt with at the 
same time. 

Policy in the Meanwhile. 

“Tf this proposal proves acceptable to 
the Imperial German Government, it 
will be necessary also to determine 
whether, pending the ab/trai award, the 
Imperial German Government shall gov- 
oi its naval operations in accordance 
with its own interpretation, or in ac- 
cordance with the interpretation main- 
tained by the United States as to ob- 
Higations imposed by tha treaty stipula- 
tions and the Government ef the Unit- 
ed States would be glad to have an ex- 
pression of the views of the Imperial 
German Government. on this point.

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Gounaris Cabinet Resigns and 
Venizelos Is Summoned for a 
Consultation. . 


LONDON, Aug. 17.—King Constan- 
tine of Greece has accepted the rés- 
ignation of the Gounaris Cabinet, ten- 
dered to him yesterday afternoon by 
the former Premier, according to & 
Reuter dispatch from Atheng Eleu- 
therios Venizelos, leader of the op- 
position. was invited to consult with 


the King today. 

Venizelos, former Premier, resigned 
because the King, who married the 
Kaiser's sister, opposed his policy of 
espousing the cause of the allies. The 
Gounaris Cabinet was then appointed. 
In the election that soon followed 
the followers of Venizelos, known as 
the war party, were overwhelmingly 
triumphant, obtaining a large ™Ma- 
jority in the Chamber of Deputies. 

The first Parliament of new and old 
Greece opened yesterday and M. Zavit- 
zanos, a Venezuelos adherent, was 
elected president by a vote of i182 
against 93. 

A dispatch cays the royal family was 
not represented, but that the capacity 
of the House was: taxed by diplomats 
and their wives and cfficers of the 
army and navy. The arrival of Venize- 
los, leader of the dominant party, cre- 
ated “indescribable enthusiasm” among 
the crowds occupying the approaches to 
the Parliament building.

Use in Making Gunpowder to 
Be Cited as Justification for 
Declaring It Contraband. 


U. S. TO RESIST STRONGLY 
Allies Prepared to Contend That 


Effect on Planters Will Not 
Be Far-Reaching. 


By Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 17.—Official an- 
nouncement of the decision of the allies 

tu put cotton on the contraband list is 
expected here at any time. The State 
Vepartment has been advised unofficially 
bu, authoritatively that such action is 
to te taken, and such information as 
officials have received, coupled with the 
latevt advices from London, sndicates 
that development of a plan for uniform 
treeztment of the subject by all entente 
' Powers is all that is delaying a formal 
anncuncement. 

Anierican officials have been assured 
tha. Great Britain and her allies will 
take every acticn to minimize the em- 
barrassment to the American market. 
The wliies claim that they have Ameri- 
can precedent in the Civil War for their 
ection and that it will substantially 
make effective the Order in Council 
und accomplish by strictly legal means 
what has been attempted under the 
Order. 

It is generally understood that the 
United States Government will protest 
egainst the move. 

Japan's Course Uncertain, 

The step has been agreed upon by 
Great Britain, France, Kuessia, Italy and 
Belgium, but Japan’s a‘titude has not 
been defined and she muy decide that 
nv action is called for from her at this 
time because of the elimination of the 
enly German colony in the Far East 
from the military problem and the ab- 
sence of any reason for a blockade. 

Since the application of the British 
Orders in Council to cctton, the En- 
tente Allies have felt that some more 
effective and less burcensome method 
must be found for dealing with cotton 
and preventing its entry into Germany 
and Austria. The allies contend that 
American cotton shippers, in many 
causes alleged to be backed by German 
supital, have been shipping cotton to 
‘jermany through neutral ports.

Urée: she Orders in Council such a 
carg¢, ® captured, was merely taken 
into a Sritish port and j:aid for by the 
British Government. The allies con- 
tend that under those conditions a 
great deal of the cotton got through 
Sweden, Denmark and Holland into 
Germany. From the allies’ point of 
view, the Orders in Council were inef/ 
fective because they obliged the British 

_Government to buy cotton and*:at the 
same time offered an incentive to block- 
ade runners. 

According to the advices reaching 
Washington the pressure in England and 
France has compelled a change. The 
British Government originally regard- 
ed cotton as noncontraband and ex- 
pressed a desire to avoid inflicting hard- 
ship upon the Southern planters and to 
avoid development of an anti-British 
feeling in this country. The change to 
contraband will be defended as author- 
ized by international law. Great Britain 
protested against the American block- 
ade of outgoing cotton from the South 
during the Russo-Japanese War, but 
will now contend that radical changes 
in the conditions of warfare since that 
time justify a change in attitude. 

The entente Powers, according to ad- 
viees here, expect that the State De- 
partment will resist making cotton con- 
traband and are preparing to base their, 
action on American precedents. The ad- 
vices reaching here indicate they in- 
tend to argue that both Presidents Lin- 
coln and Johnson, in formal proclama- 
tions issued in April, May and June, 
1865, went on record as maintaining as 
contraband of war “materials for the 
fabrication of ammunition.” 

Used in Making Gunpowder. 

That cotton has taken the place of 
salitpeter (always recognized as abso 
lute contraband), in the manufacture ot 
gunpowder, will be held to be an estab- 
lished fact and by way of convincing 
the State Department to that effect at- 
tention probably will be directed to a 
letter by Secretary Hay to W. W. Rock; 
hill, American Minister to China dur- 
ing the Russo-Japanese War, atating 
that the American ordnance officers, 
whom he had called into consultation 
regarding thep Japanese blockade or- 
dérs, had addressed him that cotton was 
used in the manufacture of smokeless 
powder and so must properly be regard- 
ed as contraband of war. 

Tt is expected that some sort of an

in quantities in proportion to their nov- 
mal consumption. What the effect will 
be on the American cotton growers is 
the subject of contention. The allied 
Powers are prepared to argue that it 
will not be ‘far-reaching. The cotton 
interests have for seme time been 
alarmed at the prospect, and it is known 
that the State Department has been 
preparing to resist the new move with 
every means at the command of diplo- 
macy.

little success. While the physical co- 
dition of the properties has been ma- 
terially bettered within the last four 
years, it has been impossible to create 
the financial condition, indispensable to 
their preservation, without receivership. 
“TIT appreciate the loyalty of the offi- 
cers and employes of the company, and, 
in the operation of the properties as re- 
ceiver, I expect from them at all times, 
the same courteous treatment toward 
the public and the same loyal service to 
the companies that has existed in the 
past.’’ 

Prompt Reorganization Sought. 
From an authentic source a Post-Dis- 
patch reporter learned that the principal 
object of the receivership was to effect 
& prompt reorganization of the Missouri 
Pacific and Iron Mountain companies, 
which was impossible without resort to 
the ccurts. The holders of some of the 
securities of the two corporations re- 
fused to co-orerate with the manage- 
ment of the railroads in the efforts that 
have been made recently to reorganize. 
It wage then that resort was had to a 
iriendly receivership action, by means 
of vhich the recurganization can be car- 
ried out under the supervision of the 
courts. Another object of the receiver- 
ehip suit was to conserve all the assets 
of the two railrcads under the control of 
a receiver. 

Officials of the railroad company be- 
lieve that by appointment of a receiver 
the reorganization scheme can be 
worked out within a comparatively short 
time and the properties restored to their 
owners. The failure of some of the se- 
curity holders to join in the plan of re- 
organization undertaken by the rail- 
road officials and most of the security 
holders created a condition likely to 
result in receiverships in state courts 
and the attachment of property. With 
the property in the hands of a receiver, 
the claims of all creditors will be treat- 
ed alike. 

In the reorganization plan, being con- 
sidered by those most heavily interested 
in the securities of the two rallroads, it 
is expected that the fixed annual inter- 
est charges will be greatly reduced 


Admits All Allegations. 

The Missouri Pacific and Iron Moun- 
tain, in their answers to the receiver- 
ship suit, presented their acknowledg- 
ment of insolvency as follows:

SUPREME COURT OF 
COLORADO 10 HEAR 
LAWSUN'S APPEAL 


Judge Who Presided at Recent 
Strike Cases Barred From Sit- 
ting at Future Trials. 


DENVER, Colo., Aux. 17.—The Su- 
preme Court of Colorado today issued 
a writ of prohibition barring Judge 
Gentry Hillyer from presiding at future 
trials resulting from disorders in the re- 
cent strike of coal miners. 

The writ was granted on application 
of Horace N. Haw..ins, and associate 
counsel for the United Mine Workers 
of America, who alleged that Hillyer 
was a former attorney for coal mining 
companies and _ therefore prejudiced 
against former strikers. 

The Supreme Court also granted a 
supersedeas in the case of John R. Law- 
son, labor leader, convicted of a charge 
of murder growing out of Colorado coal 
miners’ strike and under sentence of 
life imprisonment. The action allows 
the Lawson appeal to come before the 
court on its merits. 

The Court reserved its decision, on 
the request of Lawson's counsel, that 
he be released from jail on bond until 
after briefs are filed, in September.

Gulf Storm Did Heavy 


No Lives Lost

Barometrical disturmances, said the 
weather observers, indicated that the 
storm’s path might be similar to that 
of 1900, which swept over Galveston, de- 
stroying the lives of 8000 persons, then 
traveled northward through Oklahoma, 
Kansas and Iowa. 

In addition to Galveston, Houston and 
Baumont, a group of lesser towns were 
cut off from communication with the 
outside world. It is believed the great- 
est havoc probably was wrought on the 
mainland, where crops and farm build- 
ings along the coastal plains were at the 
mercy of the wind, whose velocity it 
times reached 70 miles an hour. The 
United States weather service gave the 
inhabitants of this section ample warn- 
ing, and it was believed most of them 
|'took advantage of It. 

Already preparations have been made 
here and in other cities near by to rush 
relief where it may be needed as soon 
as transportation and communication 
facilities have been repaired. 

Reports from Galveston by last 
night’s latest arrivals in Houston told 
of comparative quiet among the _resi- 
dents. ‘ 

The streets of Galveston are reported 
filled with rain water, brt the level of 
the sea water was several feet below 
that of the city last night. Reports of 
water from the bay running through the 
streets were discredited, as the rain 
water easily filled the city’s storm sew- 
ers and flooded the thoroughfares. 

Safe From Gulf Waters. 

The last report from Galveston. re- 
ceived shortly after 8 o’clock last night, 
gave the wind velocity at 65 miles an 
feet of water in the streets near the 
hour, the barometer 29.0 and about ihree 
bay front. No great property damage 
had been done, it was stated. althouxzh 
the electric power plant had _ closed 
down as a precaution. The wind earlier 
in the evening had attained a velocity 
of 70 miles an hour or more. The last 
message from Galveston indicated the 
storm was abating somewhat at that 
point. 

Wind Was From North, 

Tre fact that the wind at 5 p. m. yes- 
Lerdav was blowing from the north at 
Galveston and the water which had 
backed into the streets was from the 
bay side of the island, led those who are 
fam'lar with the geography of the city 
and the history of its storms, to en- 
tertain new hopes that the gale would 
not result in a disaster. 

The sea wall is on the south side of 
the city and faces the open gulf. The 
waters of the day directly opposite 
ucross the mile-wide island are mere 
shallows except for the narrow ship 
channel. It is hard to conceive that 
any great damage might result from a 
wind blowing from a northerly direction 
and sweeping the bay water into the 
streets. 

The storm which devastated Galveston 
and drowned &8C@O0C persons Sept. 8, 1900, 
tore at the city for 12 hours from a 
southeasterly direction and piled great 
seas in upon the frame houses at the 
south side of the city, dashing them to 
kindling and making of their debris a 
floating ram with which to batter away 
buildings furthe: inland. 

The second great storm to which the 


citv has been subjected was July 19; 


71909. after the sea wall had been built, 


«iving Galveston virtually the same pro- 
tection it has today. At the zenith of 
this storm the wind reached a velgcity 
of more than 8 miles and was consid- 
ered almost as strong as the 1900 storm. 
The wind and waves at that time beat 
full upon the sea wall which withstood 
the assault for several hours and proved 
itself the savior of the city. An iron 
railirg and a few bits of concrete were 
torn away, but otherwise the great bar- 
rier was intact. 


LARGE SHIP BLOWN 
THROUGH CHANNEL 


TEMPLE, Tex., Aug. 17.—It was stated 
at the offices of the Santa Fe Railroad 
here early today that a message had 
been received from Galveston saying 
that a large vessel had been blown 
through the causeway connecting Gal- 
veston with the matiniand. Two work 
trains were ordered t Galveston :to as- 
sist in repairing the damage. 

After losing their wrres to Galvestun 
early last night, the Santa Fe offices 
here retained communication with Al- 
vin, midway between Houston and Gal- 
veston, for some time, finally losing i‘ 
when the telegraph operator at Alvin 
stated that the water was about to 
cover his desk and he would be com- 
pelled to leave. Before going, however, 
he said that the water in that vicinity 
ranged from 3 to 10 feet in depth.

CONFER ON FUTURE 
OF THE MISSOURI 


Convention Assembles in Kansas 
City to Protest Against Check- 
ing Improvement. 


KANSAS CITY, Mo., Aug. 17.—Dele- 
gates from 12 states representing two- 
thirds of the productive area of the 
United States were present today when 
Chairman W. T. Bland of Kansas City 
called the Missouri River Protest con- 
ference to order. The meeting was 
called by the Kansas City Commercial 
Club to protest against the abandon- 
ment of improvement of the stream, as 
recommended by Lieutenant-Colonel 
Herbert Deakyne, a War Department 
engineer. 

The states represented by the 200 dele- 
gates were North and South’ Dakota, 
Minnesota, Illinois, Iowa, Nebraska, 
Missouri, Kansas, Arkansks, Louisiana, 
Mississippi and Tepnessee. 

Many delegates from the Mississippi 
River Valley declared they were here 
because they believed a blow at im- 
proving the Missour! River was a fore- 
runner of similar action regarding the 
Mississippi. The delegates said that 
they would formulate a plan that would 
make it plain to Congress that the Mis- 
souri and Mississippi River Valleys will 
not countenance the checking of water- 
way development. 

In his report Lientenant-Colonel Dea 
kyne asserted that ‘‘the present anc 
reasonably prospective commerce of the 
Missouri River beiween. Kansas City 
and the mouth was not sufficient to 
warrant the continuance of the preset 
project.’"” He recommended that tha 
present project be modified so as to 
provide for snagging alone at an esti- 
mated cost of $40,000 a year and that 
all other work be stopped. 

The plan for improving the Missouri 
River as outlined by a commission of 
army engineers and approved by Con: 
sress was to appropriate $20,000,000 at 
the rate of $2,000,000 a year for 10 years 
to clear the river so as to insure a six- 
foot channel, adequate for navigation 
Purposes from Kansas City to St. Louis 
Six million dollars have been appro- 
priated for the work since 1910. 

Missouri Valley Crisis. 

Discussing the report of Lieutenant- 
Colenel Deakyne, Congressman W, P. 
Bofland of Kansas City said: 

“A crisis has come for the industries 
ef the Missouci Valley. If this section 
of the country, located the farthest of 
any On a natural trade route, is to de- 
rive any benefit from the Panama 
Canal, the improvement of the Missouri 
River is instantly apparent. The Mis- 
sissippi River .presents a natural outlet 
into the Gulf of Mexico for South Ameri- 
can trade. If this is taken advantage of, 
especially by our grain shippers, addi- 
tional profit can be obtained through the 
cutting out eof the middleman in the 
form of the English jobber. 

“AS the situation now is, we ship raw 
wheat to England, chiefly to Liverpool, 
Where it is turned into the finished 
product and sent in English bags to the 
South American trade. Engiish labor 
tenefits thereby and the by-products are 
lost tc us in the transaction. With the 
establishment of hydro-electric plants in 
the Missouri Valley, and there are many 
fine points where they are available, 
the middleman is cut out and additional 
profit is put into the pockets of the 
grower. 

“The same situation holds good for 
inuch of our cunned goods and commod- 
ities. With direct trade routes, long 
hauls are obviated and additional profits 
enjoyed by the, producers. Kailroad 
freight rates have been brought down 
by the recent activity of the river, 
showing the result of healthy competi- 
tion.”’

POUND STERLING VACATION SCHOOL 


AGAIN DROPS: Bit 
LOAN 1S LIKELY 


England Expected to Protect 
Her Credit by Issuing $500,- 
000,000 Bonds. 


NEW YORK, Aug. 17.—The slight im- 
provement in foreign exchange rates 
gained in yesterday's late rally was 
wiped out at the opening of the ex- 
thange market today. Pound sterling 
again touch the bottom quotation of 
4.64; francs made a new low record, 
6.04, 2 cents under yesterday’s iowest 
quotation, and Italian lires were actu- 
aily weak, falling to 6.54,.7 cents under 
the closing figures of yesterday and 6 
cents below the previous low record. 

As on yesterday, the exchange mar- 
kets were in a condition of demoraliza- 
tiorl. Quotation issued simultaneously 
by leading banking houses showed vari- 
etions of a cent to a cent and a half on 
_ sterling, with corresponding discrepan- 
cies in francs and lires. In the cha- 
otic condition of the market it was im- 
possible to ascertain whether these quo- 
' tations represented mere offerings or 
actual business. 

$5,000,000 in Gold Received. 

Nearly $5,000,000 in foreign gold coin 
reached Wall street during the forenoon 
froin Ottawa for the account of Great 
Britain. This, it: was reported, prac- 
tically exhausted the Bank of England 
special deposits of about $120,000,000 there, 
nearly all of which had already been 
shipped to the United States. At the 
office of J. P. Morgan & Co., to whom 
the gold was consigned, it was said that 
no further consignments of gold from 
Ottawa had been arranged for or were 
expected in the near future. 

he arrival of this gold, however, 
failed to deflect the rate upward, the 
sum being but a small fraction of the 
bills which American manufacturers and 
shippers of war munitions and other 
suoplies are pressing against buyers 
abroad. 

With the American dollar’ en- 
throned as monarch of the exchange 
markets, bankerg here looked to En- 
giand to protect her credit by the 
establishment of a huge war loan in 
this city. Overnight cable reports 
from London telling that English 
bankers were talking of the estab- 
lishment of such a loan were dis- 
cussed with interest in the financial 
eircles as indicating that realiza- 
tion had at last come to London that 
pounds sterling were no longer the 
world's standard of finance. 

~ * Dean Could Be Cared For. 

There seemed to be little doubt in 
the opinion of those familiar with 
the situation that should England 
seek to issue a loan of approximate- 
ly $600,000,000 in two-year § per cent 
bonds, free from income tax, outlined 
in cable dispatches as a suggestion 
for remedying the present situation, 
such a loan would be cared for here 
and the foreign exchange markets 
would be restored to some degree of 
equilibrium. 

In view of the fact that all con- 
tracts plaéed by the powers at war 
in the United States call for payment 
In dollars—and not in sterling, as 
had been the popular belief—Ameri- 
can bankers were inclined today to 
Jeave the situation entirely in the 
* hands of foreigr. bankers, upon whom 
fall the big losses due to the present 
depressed rates. The disruption of 
the exchange markets was reflected 
in today’s active stock market, where 
the foreign selling of American bonds 
was resumed,

ANTLANNEXATION 
PETITION SIGNED BY 
LEADING GERMANS 


Bernhard Dernburg and 81 
Others Address Plea to Von 
Bethmann-Hollweg. 


PARIS, Auv. 17.—Humanite prints the 
text of the anti-annexationist petition 
acadressed to the German Chancellor, Dr. 
von Hethmann-Holiweg, on July 9, and 
signed by 82 prominent Germans, includ- 
ing Kernhard Derrburg, Prof. Adolph 
Harnack, Clemens Delbrueck and Prince 
von Hatzfeldt. This document Says: 

“Germany did not enter the war with 
the intention o* making conquests but 
to preserve her existence against the 
threatened coalition of her enemies. 

“We declare ourselves partisans of 
the principle that incorporation or an- 
rexation of pecples politically autono- 
mous or accustomed to autonomy must 
be condemned. The German Empire 
sprang from the idea of national unity 
and homogeneity. It would assimilate 
eleinents racially foreign only slowly and 
incompletely. 

“The danger that territories Germany 
would have to evacuate as a condition 
of peace might become ramparts for 
her enemies could easily be’ provided 
against in some other way.” 


National Liberal Party Demands 
Extension of the Frontiers. 


BERLIN, via London, Aug. 17.—Reso- 
lutions calling for the extension of Ger- 
man frontiers, as the result of the war, 
were adopted by the Executive Commit- 
tee of the National Liberal party, which 
met Sunday at the Reichstag. The reso- 
lutions made the following declaration: 

“The outcome of the present war can 
only be a peace which, by expanding 
our frontiers east, west and over seas, 
will protect us militarily, politically and 
economically against new attacks and 
compensate us for the enormous sacri- 
fices which the German nation already 
has made and is determined to continue 
until a victorious conclusion.’’ 

Complete confidence in Ernst Basser- 
mann, leader of the National Liberal 
party, was expressed in the resolutions, 
which announced that the party would 
stand solidly back of any government 
pursuing with unbending firmness the 
aims outlined in the resolutions which 
were adopted with only two dissenting 
votes.

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The population of Chicago jumped from 


508,298 in 1880 to 1,099,850 in 1890. By the 


policy of continuous annexation and by 
its own growth Chicago was able to 
show a population of 2,185,826 in 1910, and 


expects to touch the 3,000,000 mark in 
1920. 
Towns Didn’t Want Saloons. 


The suburban towns of Chicago took 
the Webster Groves and Kirkwood view 
of the saloon question. They did not 


wish to be annexed if their territory 
was to be invaded by saloons. 

The people of Chicago secured the en- 
actment of a State law -wwhich gave the 
people of the annexed territory abso- 
lute control of the saloon question. They 
could have saloons or not, as they 
wished. That law provided that: 

“When a part or the whole of an in- 
corporated town, village of city is an- 
nexed, under the provisions of this act, 
to other city, village or incorporated 
town, and prior to such annexation an 
ordinance was in force prohibiting the 
issuing of licenses to keep dramshops 
within said territory so annexed, or any 
part thereof, or providing that such 
licenses shall not be issuéd except upon 
petition of a majori:, of the voters re- 
siding within a certain distance of such 
proposed dramshop, then such ordinance 
shall continue in full force and effect, 

otwithstanding such annexation. * * * 
It is intended by this section to continue 
in full force and effect all ordinances of 


‘any municipality, the whole or part of 


which is annexed to another city, tncor- 
porated town or yillage, whereby the 
licensing of saloons is prohibited or reg- 
ulated within said city, village or in- 
corporated town, or any part thereo’, 
without the voters of the territory so 
affected consent, as hereby provided, to 
the repeal of such ordinance by the city, 
village or incorporated town to which 
the territory is annexed.” 

The result of this statute is that vir- 
tually all of the territory annexed by 
Chicago during the last 2% years has 
come in as prohibition or local option 
territory. Saloons are prohibited in more 
than 29 square miles of territory in Chi- 
cago, under original ordinances enacted 
before annexation, and nearly two-thirds 
of the area of the dity is local option 
territory. 

Local Option in Chicago, 


Local option in Chicago. however, has 
a different meaning thaa in this State. 
By local option there is meant that no 
saloon license can be issued in such 
territory except upon the consent of a 
majority of the voters in the block in 
which the saloon is to be located, and 
all the blocks surrounding it. It be- 
comes necessary for the applicant to get 
the consent of a majority of at least 
five city blocks and, sometimes, more, 
before he can obtain a license to op- 
erate a saloon in local option territory. 

The City Ceuncil of Chicago cannot 
repeal any of the prohibition or local 


‘option ordinances except upon consent 


of a majority of the voters in the af- 
fected territory. Under the law one- 
fourth of the legal voters of any prohi- 
bition or local option dietrict may have 
an election celled to voie upon the re- 
peal of the liquor restrictions. If a ma- 
jority of the voters of the district vote 
for the repeal, then the City Council 
of Chicago may repeal the ordinance 
or ordinances, but not otherwise. 


With the exception of one or two 
small districts, all of Chicago south 
of Thirty-ninth street is either pro- 
hibition or local option territory. The 
people have not shown any willing- 
ness or tendency to surrender their 
control over the saloons in this great 
district, embracing almost one-half 
of the entire city. 


It is Chicago’s policy to annex 


everything that is willing to be an- 


nexed, and some territory that is not, 
The Chicago map makers are ocontin- 
ually busy revising official maps. to 
keep up with the progress of annex- 
ation. Chicago always votes for the 
annexation of any town or village 
that can be persuaded to call an elec- 
tioh upon an annexation proposition, 
and sometimes annexes territory by 
ordinance. Under the Illinois law it 
is possible to make annexations, un- 
der some conditions, upon a two- 


thirds vote of the Councils of the 


towns or cities affected.

Leon Horn- 
stein, Assistant Corporation Counsel of 
Chicago, who has charge of legal ques- 
tions pertaining to arnexation, told the 
Post-Dispatch correspondent that all 
the annexed territory received benefits 
similar to Morgan Park—the Chicago

It has been the uniform experience of 
Chicago suburban towns “hat their tax 
rates were from 50 to 100 per cent high- 
er than the Chicago tax rate, on the 
game basis of assessment. 

Chicago has always been willing to 
bear the expense of absorbing the sub- 
urban territory. Through the policy of 
annexation Chicago has won second 
rank among the cities of the United 
States, and as there is much thickly pop- 
ulated territory on the western border 
almost ripe for annexation, Chicago en- 
tertains a definite. idea that within a 
few decades she will pass New York and 
take first rank. The Post-Dispatch cor- 
respondent was told that from the an- 
nexed territory Chicago has acquired 
the highest and most usefu! type of 
citizens. That portion of Chicago as 
it existed before the wholesale annex- 
ations of 1889 ig generally represented in 
the City Council by men of the “Bath 
House John” or “Hinkey Dink’ type, 
while the high-class, efficient represen- 
tatives come, almost without exception, 
from the annexed territory. As one 
Chicago man, familiar with inside poli- 
tics by reason of an experience of years, 
expressed it to the correspondent, the 
government of Chicago has been saved 
from the disgrace of serious scandal 
principally-by the high-class men drawn 
as legislative represematives from the 
annexed territory. 


Qpponents of Annexation, 


The office-holding class and the poli- 
ticians of the suburban towns around 
Chicago, and other persons who fre- 


ceived an income from the village or 
town governments, have generally op- 


posed anciiniian: to Chicago. The vil- 
lage newspapers, which profited by the 
publication of legal notices, almost al- 
ways opposed annexation.

CHINA DISCUSSED. 
BY YUAN Srl RAI 


President of Republic Considers 
Proclaiming Himself Emperor 
—Change Within 2 Years. 


By Associated Press. 

PEKIN, Aug. 17.—The project of pro- 
claiming himself Emperor is being dis- 
cussed by Yuan Shi Kai, President of the 
Chinese republic, with his immediate 
supporters and Prof. Frank Johnson 
Goodnow of Johns Hopkins University 
legal adviser to the Chinese Government, 
who is spending the summer in Pekin. 

Prof. Goodnow, who obtained the con- 
fidence of Yuan Shi Kai by advice giver 
during former critical times, has been 
consulted on this question since his ar- 
rival here a month ago and it is learned 
that he approves the project. 

The news became public by the delib- 
erate publication in this morning’s news- 
papers of accounts of the formation by 
several prominent men of an asgociation 
for the purpose of discussing whether 
a monarchy is not the better form of 
government for China. ‘The published 
article telling of the formation of the 
society quotes Prof. Goodnow as decliar- 
ing that for China a monarchy is a bet- 
ter form of government than a republic 
and that “conditions are different in 
China and America and it is impossible 
to transplant a system from one coun- 
try to another.” 

Has Caused Sensation, 

It was learned from one of Yuan Shi 
Kai’s immediate supporters that if the 
project proved feasible, the plan is to 
establish the monarchy within two years. 

The news has caused a sensation in Pe- 
kin and is being telegraphed throughout 
the country. 

It is stated that Prof. Goodnow was 
asked to come to Pekin and that soon 
after his arrival Yuan Shi Kai consult- 
ed him on the question of a permanent 
organization and broached the question 
of a monarchy. The arguments of Yuan’s 
supporters, it is declared, persuaded 
Prof. Goodnow that a monarchy should 
be established if the people would accept 
it, and Prof. Goodnow drafted a docu- 
ment for Yuan, advising him on the 
method of establishing a monarchy. 

In the announcement ot the project, 
which is made to appear as coming from 
a group of leading citizens, Prof. Good- 
now is quoted extensively as a great 


; authority advocating the necessity for 2 


monarchy. This pronouncement says: 


Made No Blanket Statement. 

“As Prof. Goodnow is a citizen of the 
great American republic, he is more 
competent to maké suck. a statement 
than others.” ) 
Prof. Goodnow said tonight that he 
had made no blanket statement that a 
monarchy was better than a republic, 
but said that under certain conditions 
such as apply in China he believes a 
monarchy would bé better. 


_ The foremost arguments of the mon- 
archists is the danger of chaos reigning, 


‘as in Mexico, at Yuan Shi Kai's death. 


The succession of Vice President Li 
Yuan Hang, who was the nation’s hero 
in the anti-Manchu revolution, but who 
has been a prisoner on an island in the 
winter palace grounds for the last two 
years, would, it is declared, be unsatis- 
factory to some of Yuan Shi Kai’s sup- 
porters because, it is asserted, they 
would be unable to control him. Yuan 
Shi Kai’s eldest son is an invalid owing 
to an injury to his head sustained in 
being thrown from his horse, while his 
other sons are uuimportant youths. 

It is believed that the project will be 
developed more or less speedily unless 
dangerous opposition is displayed 
throughout the country, which is con- 
sidered unlikely because the press is 
largely tontrclled by the Government, 
and the people apparently are willitg to 
accept any Government which will give 
them. a period of peace. 


China became a republic on Feb. 12, 
1912, upon the abdication of the Emperor 
Kuang Su, following the revolution of 
the previous year. A provisional Consti- 
tution formulated by the revolutionary 
Government of Nankin was accomplished 
and under this a provisional Parliament 
met in Pekin on April 8, 1913. A per- 
manent Constitution was drafted and 
the articles dealing with the election 
and term of office of President ahd Vice 
President were passed by Parliament. 
Under these, Yuan Shi Kai on Oct. 6 
was elected President for a five-year 
term. 


POLICE TRY TO TRACE SECOND 
MURDER TO SILAS EBERSOLE 


Indiana Man Who Hanged Seif After || 


Arrest for Killing -f Paszsel Macklin 
Thought to Have Slain Another. 


SOUTH BEND, Ind., Aug. 17.—It was 
disclosed by the police today that 
they are attempting to connect Silas N. 
Ebersole, who hanged bimself in the 
county jail yesterday, where he was 
being held for .the murder of Hazel 
Macklin, with the killing of Mrs. Cora 
Brandon. Mrs. Brandon was found 
murdered in her home last Saturday. 
She had teen dead for reveral days. 

John B. Kueshert, chief of detectives, 
eaid that the police are working on the 
theory that the Macklin girl was killed 
in the resort tun by Mrs. Brandon end 
that Mrs. Brandon was murdered be- 
cause of fear that she might tell what 
she knew of the killing of the girl.

SOLDIER KILLED, 
TWO WOUNDED, IN 
FIGHT AT BORDER! 


Band of Mexicans Attacks Troop- 
ers at Mercedes, Tex., From 
Across Rio Grande. 


BrrOWNSVILLE, Tex., Aug. 17:—The 
border situation along the lower Rio 
Grande assumed a threatening aspect 
today. Gathering of Mexicans in force 
last night at Progresso, on the Rio 
Grande, 30 miles above Brownsville, and 
their daring atrack across the river on 
a troop of the ‘Twelfth U. S. cavalry, 


was not the cnly aggravating feature 
of the situaticn.. Authorities here re- 
ccived reports that 25 horses, including 
eome recognized as animals stolen by 
bandits in recent raids on the Texas 
side. were delivered this week in Mata- 
moros, the Mexican.town opposite here 
held by Carranza troops. 

Delivery of these horses and the fact 
that the Mexicans at Progresso had 
been gathering openly and in conspicu- 
ously large numbers for days, created 
suspicion among Americans that Car- 
hanza officials were lax in discipline or 
without sufficient dependable troops to 
cope with the bandit element on the 
Mexican side. 

The death of Corporal Willman in the 
fight at the Progresso crossing last 
night and the wounding of Lieut. Roy 
O. Henry and Private Jackson, intensi- 
fled feeling in this section that erup- 
tions by irresponsible Mexicans from the 
other side are likely to continue until 
the general Mexican crisis is settled. 

For nearly 20 miles atcut Progresso 
crossing alarms were sounded by rifle 
shots and by bells last night. Armed 
men patrolled roads and women and 
children were gathered where they could 
be guarded. 

Early today more trovps reached Mer- 
They 
were infantrymen from the Twenty- 
sixth regiment, which reached here yes- 
terday from Texas City. They were 
started for the Mercedes section yes- 
terday afternoon. 

Last night's fight at Progresso was 
fougnt entirely by Mexicans firing 
across the Rio Grande from the Mex- 
ican side, and ‘no Mexicans succeeded 
in getting through the American army 
patrol into United States territory, it 
was reported today to Col. Robert L. 
Bullard,. commanding officer of . the 
Brownsville district. .Col.: Bullard 
strengthened the patrols about Progres- 
sc and Cercedes so that there are WW 
cavalry and infantry in that vicinity. 

Reports by Mercedes officials last 
night that more than 180 Mexicans had 
crossed into Texas under cover of this 
fight proved to be unfounded. Officers 
who were in the Progresso fight said 
they were sure that all the firing came 
from the Mexican side of the. river.

“Tne jingoes would have us accept 
uS a national code of honor the code 
duello,"’ declired the speake1. ‘“‘There 
was a time when questions of personal 
“honor were settled by this code. The 
custom was so strongly fortified that 
men fought duels, though they did not 
believe in the institution. It took many 
sentiment, but 
it has been changed, and during the 
time it was changing this nation saw 
many acts of heroism on the part of 
men who hated the practice and put 
their conscience into action.

~] ARMS EXPORTS AND NEUTRALITY. 


' Secretary Lansing’s note on the export df arms 
is more than a effective reply to the 


Austrian representations on the subject. It shows 


the hollowness of the cause to which the advo- 
cates in this country of'an embargo on arms have 
devoted persistent championship. 

The dispatch of the Austrian note seems now to 
be regarded as a blunder in Germany, but from 
one standpointit was a fortunate thing. It has 
‘resulted in a thorough illumination of the subject 


lof munitions of war’as afticles of commerce and 


of neutral obligations. 

Mr. Lansing shows that our attitude is faultless 
when tested by international usage generally, and 
also by the practice of the Germanic allies them- 
selves in past wars, some of them of recent date. 
Both Germany and Austria sold munitions to En- 
gland during the Boer war, though the South Af- 
rican republics were cut off from access to the sea 
as the Teutonic belligerents are at present. 

The contention that The Hague agreement 
frowns on arms exports is answered by the cita- 
tion of the tett of the agreement enjoinifig pre- 
cisely the opposite rule, holding the practice 
should not be changed during the progress of war 
except in furtherance of the neutral nation’s own 
preparedness. It is under this exception that some 
of the smaller Buropean countries have prohibited 
exports of this character.

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GEORGIA’S DISGRACE. 

Comment is superfluous on the lynching of Leo 
Frank. It marks the climax of the nullification 
of law and government authority and the break- 
down of civilization in Georgia. 

The ease with which the mob got into the State 
prison farm and found Frank suggests the neces- 
sity of an inquiry into the conduct of the prison 
officials. 

The crime of lynching Frank has no relation- 
ship to the question of his guilt or innocence. 
Innocent or guilty he was being punished ac- 
cording to law and was under the protection of 
the State. 

The duty of the government of Georgia to ex- 
haust its resources to punish the members of the 
mob is so clear that it needs no argument. Gov- 
ernment by law is at stake in this case.

The people of the United States are unalterably 
epposed to a large Regular Army. By “large” 
is meant 250,000 or more, 

Past efforts prove that it is impossible to main- 
tain an efficient national guard of more «han 
1£0,000—even if it is possible to maintain that 
number from now on, on account of the unusual 
interest that has been aroused by the present 
gigantic struggle. 

It has been positively decided that the National 
Guard, as at present organized, cannot be used 
in a foreign country. To be available every fn-} 
Cividual member would have to voluntter in a 
new organization, an auxiliary army to be formed 
after the emergency arises, hence not available for 
first-line defense. 

The National Gu&ird, to be efficient, must de- 
pend upon the moral support of thousands of 
individuals who are intensely patriotic when the 
cost and inconvenience attendant thereon does 
not affect them personally. 

A National Guard, composed of business men 
(producers of their own livelfhood) under posi- 
tive national control, is not practical. The main 
reason for this impracticability rests in the fact 
that the War Department, in working out their 
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said.

We find that the 
brakes of our automobile do not work 
perfectly, yet we take a chance that an 
emergency wil’ not arise, and continue 
to uso the car rather than have it laid 
up for repairs a day or two. We find 
that a boat has’ some imperfection in 
construction, and we take a chance that 
nothing ever wi'l happen. 

In fact, we are always “taking 
chances;"’ on trains, on street cars, on 
merry-go-rounds, in canoes, in bathing 
pools, in elevators, in everything of the 
sort An accident occurs only so often. 
lt seems to be controlled on a percent- 
age basis by an unalterable law. And 
when the accident does occur somebody 
gets hurt and investigations begin all 
over again. 


Fish By-Products. 
HROUGH its Bureau of Chemistry 
the United States Department of 
Agriculture proposes hereafter to devote 
the same attention to questions of stor- 
age, transportation, prevention of waste 
and utilization of by-products in the 
various fish industries which has here- 
tofore been devoted with such conspic- 
uous results, to meat and fruit indus- 
tries. 

It will co-operate in this undertaking 
with the Bureau of Fisheries. Studies 
of the utilization of wastes from the 
fisheries have hitherto been confined 
largely to the manufacture of fertilisers, 
fish oils and glue, and have not tended 
to conserve the food supply. 

The bureau has recently paid special 
attention to the industry of canning 
sardines on the coast of Maine, and has 
already brought about a marked im-

Recipes 


Fried Slices of Fish With Tomate 
Sauce—Bone and skin the fish, cut it 
into even slices, or if a flounder or aay 
flat fish is used, begin at the tail, and 
keeping the knife close to the bone sep- - 
arate each side of the fish neatly from 
it, then cut each side in two, length- 
wise, leaving the fish in four long pieces. 
Remove the skin carefully. After hav- 
ing sprinkled pepper and salt over thefn 
roll each piece first in sifted cracker 
and bread crumbs, then in % cup of 
milk mixed with an egg, and then in 
crumbs again. They are better fried in 
a saute pan in a little hot water; yet 
they may be sauted in a little hot lard 
with some neat slices of pork, or fried 
in boiling lard. 


Marmalade.—Two oranges, 1 lemon, 
Cut fruit in sections and 
remove fiber and seeds; then cut in fine 
strips. Measure and add three times as 
much water and let stand 24 hours, then, 
boil 10 minutes and let stand % hours, 
Now measure and add equal amount of 
sugar and boil until thick. 

Preserving String Beans.—A stone 


crock is best for this purpose, although 


a lard or butter tub or firkin may be 
used. Cover the bottom with fine salt 
about one-eighth of an inch. String 
the beans and cut In pieces. Put in two 
quarts of beans, then cover with salt; 
then two more quarts and cover with 
salt; alternating until crock is full. 
When Yequired for use take out as 
many as are needed and soak for & 
hours in cold water. 

Raised Brown Bread-—Two cups 
corn meal, 4 yeast cake, 2 cups boiling 
water; pour boiling water on corn meal; 
when lukewarm add dissolved yeast 
cake and remaining ingredients; beat 
well; let it rise over night; beat and 
pour into a buttered brown bread tin;
